Mr. Toastm aster, G e n tle m e n :— To­ 
day I wish to speak to you on the ques 
tion of the control and regulation of 
those great corporations 
which are 
popularly, 
although rather 
vaguely, 
known as trusts; dealing mostly with 
what has actually been accomplished i 
In the way of legislation and in the 
way of enforcement of legislation d u r­ 
ing the past eighteen months, the pe­ 
riod covering the two sessions of tho 
Fifty-seventh congress. 


Not Against W ealth. 
I think I speak for the great m a ­ 
jority of the American people when I 
say 
that we are 
not in the 
loast 
against wealth as such, whether indi­ 
vidual or corporale; that we merely 
desire to see any abuse of corporate 
or 
combined wealth 
corrected 
and 
remedied; that we do not desire the 
abolition or destruction of big cor­ 
porations, but, on the contrary, recog­ 
nize them as being in many cases cfh- 
d e n t economic instruments, the re­ 
sult of an inevitable" process of eco­ 
nomic evolution, 
and only 
desire to 
see th* rn regulated and controlled so 
far as may be necessary to subserve 
the public good 
W e should be false 
to the historic principles of our gov­ 
ernment lf we discriminate, either by 
legislation 
or administration, 
either 
for or against a man because of either 
his wealth or his poverty. 
In consequence of the extraordinary 
Industrial changes 
of the 
last half 
century, and notably of the last two 
or three decades, ehanges due mainly 
to the rapidity and complexity of our 
Industrial growth, we are (‘outrooted 
with problems which in their present 
shape were unknown to our forefath 
cts. 
Our groat prosperity, with o s ac­ 
companying concentration of popula­ 
tion and of wealth, its ex tre m e spe­ 
cialization of faculties, and its devel­ 
opment of giant industrial leaders, has 
brought much good and some evil, and 
it is as foolish to ignore the goon as 
willfully to blind ourselves to the evil. 
Can Be Cured in Some Cases. 
The evil has b* en partly the inevtt- 
—able 
accompaniment 
of 
the 
social 
changes, and where this is the case if 
can be cured neither by law nor by 
th* administration of the law. the only 
remedy lying In tie* slow change of 
ch aracter 
and of economic 
environ 
merit. 
Tint for a portion of tie- ev il . 
at b a s t , we think that remedies can 
tie found 
We know well the danger 
of false remedies, and we are a g a i n s t 
all violent, radical, and unwise ( bange.

But much though this is. It is only

Some eighteen months ago the indus­ 
trial commission, an able and

partisan body, reported 
to congress

investigations. 
One of the n o d important of their 
conclusions was that dis criminations 
In freight 
rates 
and facilities 
were 
granted favored shippers by the rail­ 
roads and Hut the.-** discriminations 
clearly tendril toward the control of 
production «3d prices in many fields 
of business 
bv large 
combinations. 
It was show i that certain trunk lines 
t el entered into unlaw fill agreem ents 
bs to the transportation of food prod* 
lifts from the West to the Atlantic sea 
board, givinj a few favored shippers 
rates much below the tariff charges 
Imposed up<n the smaller dealers and 
the general nubile. 
Many 
gr*at 
parking 
house 
con 
certis were shown to be in combina­ 
tion with ea?h other and with most of 
the great railway lines, whereby they 
en joyed Im ie 
secret 
conc essions in 
rai* s and thus obtained a practical 
monopoly o' th* fresh anc! cured meat 
industry of the country. 
C’ongresi. having had It- attention 
drawn to the matter, enacted a most 
Important anti-rebate law. which great­ 
ly strengtlens the interstate-commerco 
law. 
This new 
law 
prohibits u n d e r 
adequate penalties the giving and ss 
well the demanding or receiving of 
such preferences, 
and 
provides the* 
preventive remedy 
of injunction. 
Moreover, its passage has been sup­ 
plemented by the e nac tment of a law 
to expcdte the hearing of actions of 
public 
moment 
under the anti trust 
act. known as the Sherm an law. and 
tinder th* act to regulate commerce, 
nt the realest of the attorney general; 
and 
fur hcu more. 
additional 
funds 
have benj appropriated to lie expend­ 
ed under the direction of tho attorney 
general in the enforcement of these 
laws. 
The Constitution enjoins upon th* 
president thiW ii** shall take ra re that 
the laws be faithfully executed, and 
under th a provision the attorney gen­ 
eral Cumulated a policy which was in 
effect nothing but the rigid enforce 
merit, by suits managed with consum ­ 
m ate skill and ability, both of the anti­ 
trust law and of 
the Imperfect pro­ 
visions of tho act 
to regulate com 
rn''roe. 
The first step taken was tho 
prosecution of fourteen suits against 
the principal railroads of the Middle 
West. restraining them by injunction 
from further violations of either of the 
laws in question.

of evil In them and cif making them 
subserve the public 
use 
The law is 
not to in' administered in th*- Interest 
of the poor man as such, nor yet In 
the interest of the rich man as sn *h, 
but in th** Interest cif the law abiding 
man. licit nr poor. 
We are no more 
against organizations of capital titan 
against

do no man an Injustice when we r* 
quire him to obey 
the law.

contrary, if he lr ti man whose safety 
and well being den* ml in a pee illai
